Heroic Women. 





The London Jimes mentions that two re- 
markable cases of courage and presence of 
mind on the partof girls have just been 
brought before the Royal Humane Society. 
The first case was that of Miss Olivia Geor- 
gina E. Maude. She saved the life of girl 
Adele Greaven, who sank while bathing at 
Sea Point, Monkstown, under the following 
circutnstances: Miss Maude and her sister, 
who-had theméelvs been bathing, wete dress- 
éd and sitting on the rocks wit h og the other 
bathers, when their attentiva was aroused by 
an alarming outery—a girl bad disappeared 
in deep water. No assistance was at hand, no 
boat or ropes, aud even the usual attendants 
were absent or otherwise engaged. Tne child 
soon rose to the surface, but unable to swim, 
sank again. She rose a second time, and the 
bystanders and bathing women, thoroughly 
alarmed and crying for assistance were 
shocked at perceiving that the child's bathing 
dress had gotover ber face aad bead, and 
that ber atms were éntangled in it. At this 
moment Miss Maude leaped into the deep 
water, dressed as she was, without even tak- 
ing time to remove ber watch, caught the 
child as she was disappearing the third time, 
aod took her safely to shore. The other case 
was that of Miss Mary Kirridge, who saved a 
lad of fifteen, named Stewart, who saok 
while bathing at Wentworth, New South 
Wales. Tue boy had gone with a companion 
to bathe in the river Darling, and was carried 
by a strong current into deep water. Neither 
he oor his companion could swim, and be 
cried aloud for help: Miss Kerridge was about 
100 yards off, and bearing the boy’s cries, ran 
as fast as she could to the spot, plunged isto 
the river with all ber c'othes on, and caught 
the lad as be rose the {bird time. After con- 
siderable difficulty, owing to the rapidity of 
the current, ‘baring only one hand at liberty, 
and ber efforts being impeded by the weight 
of ber clothes, she ultimately succeeded in

Who Govern Zngiand.

It is the penmanent heads of offices whe 
really carry on the government of the country. 
Their n»mes are scarcely known to the gen- 
erul public, their faces not at all, They are 
bound over by silence. They take their 
place in society—but it is only within a small 
circle that they are really known, and that 
their abilities and influence are appreciated. 
As parties rise and fail, as Cabinets go in und 
out, the nominal beads of the Departments 
are changed. Sometimes there will be balfa 
dozen different Parliamentary heads toa 
single department in as many years. Bat the 
permanent chief of the department remains 
always at his post. Ministers may come and 
go, bat he goes on forever--or, at least, 80 
long as bis bealth and strength will permit 
him. He bolds all the threads of business io 
bis bands. He knows the contents of all the 
pigeon-holes and correspondence books. He 
KnOws the beginuings of al! questions, and 
their developments, aad bow they cross and 
touch each otber, and delicate bits of ground 
over which itis necessary to s:ep lightly, 
and the strong places where one can stand 
firmly, 93 on @ stone in a bog. He has all the 
precedents at his finger’s ends, and is well up 
to all the ropes. The permacent staff of the 
department naturally look up to this perma- 
neat chief. Parliamentary secretaries and 
uader secretaries are only flitting shadows— 
here to-day and gone to-morrow—but the 
permanent under secretary is always‘ there, 
and blessed is bis smile and tatal bis frown. 
Even Cabinet Ministers are well aware that it 
is necessary to keep on good terms with the 
permanent head ofa department, since they 
depend on bim for coaching and advice and 
they cannot get rid of bim, however much 
they may dislike him. He isa fixture with 
the office. ;

A Revolution in Ocean Steam-| Whence the Sabbath.| Raruoz> Sewine Macuuma—A. B. Gray

A complete revolution is about being in- 
augurated in ocean steamships. A company 
was being organized in Kogland for the con- 
struction ofa lice of these steamers, when 
our war interrupted its progress. The line 
was to be run betweea New York and Bris- 
tol, in England, and the passage was to be 
guaracteed under eight days—seven days was 
the expected time. 

The project ia now, renewed, with ew ry 
proepect of early realisation. Mr. Thomas 
Silver, the inventor, is now in London. He 
isan American. He is the ioventor of Sil- 
ver’s marine engine governor, which ia in 
universal use among English s'eamers, while 
in America not one was ever introduced. So 
with bis new steamship. It is only in Eng- 
land that he can fiad merchants to appreciate 
the complete command of the ocean carrying 
trade, which the new steamers would secure. 
Anxious for his owa country, be has pro- 
posed to England to admit American ship- 
masters to an equal interest. This is not yet 
accepted on our side. 

The peculiarities may be thus described : 
The ship will be 590 feet long and 75 feet 
beam; waen loaded with 5,000 tons of 
freight and 3,000 passengers, it will, owing 
to its peculiar construction, draw 18 feet, at 
most. 

There will be four engines, two paddle 
wheels and two propellers (one under each 
quarter). There will be no masts, aod no 
ordinary sailors. All the machinery, coats, 
etc., will oceupy an outer space or jacket, 
around the inner apartments which are for 
passengers—a passenger ship, so to say, in- 
side the working sbip. The passengers will 
thus see nothing of the working force. 

There will. be a clear saloon of 500 feet, 
and no interruptions—no table d’bote, but 
restaurants at each end, with cheice of 
prices.- The ship will sell only passages , 
and staterooms will be every sizeand accom- 
modation demanded. They will be smid- 
ships, instead of the present positions, and 
sea-sickness will be measurably escaped. 
But bammock-berths will be provided when 
desired. 

Such a ship will cost about one half the 
present rates to work, per ton and per pas- 
senger. Her speed will be eighteen knots 
per hour. Haviog no sailing gear and no 
public table, half the usual hands will suffice 
for those services. 

The far cheaper rate and the superior 
speed, accommodations ard compa's‘ive ex- 
emption from sickness, will secure to such a 
line of steamers so complete a preference, 
that, until she is full, no other ships will be 
patronized. 

It is known that England is determined to 
make efforts to get part of the carrying trade 
between China and San Francisco, and all of 
that-between Australia, New Zealand, etc., 
and San Francisco. With such craft, all the 
travel between England andthe Australian 
Colonies would take the San Francisco route, 
and be two weeks earlier with mails and pas 
sengers. Britannia may not rule the waves in 
the sense formerly understood; but if she 
goes extensively into ships of the cls: 
described, she will rule the waves ia a mer- 
cantile sense. { 

By whomsoever owned, San Francisco 
would be enriched by such lines of steam- 
ships. If we were less given to gambling in 
stocks and more inclined to industry and 
fair mercantile adventure, there is money | 
enough here to materially promote the un-)| 
dertaking, by building one ship overselves. 
In three years it would repuy the cost of con- 
struction and eyuipment.—Alta California.

Captain Jack’s Body. 


On Sanday the 2od inst , several teams 
loaded with Government stores from 
Fort Klamath, arrived at Roseburg, Ore- 
gon, and unloaded at the depot of the 
Oregon and California Railroad. Short- 
ly after oue of the teamsters went to the 
office of the Plaindealer, privately asking 
the editor to walk with him to the depo’. 
The e.jitor went, and this is what be says 
he saw and heard: ‘When we arrived 
there he pointed to a cask, which on 
inspection, proved to be nothicg more 
than a cominon whiskcy barrel, marked 
‘Society of Natural History, Washing- 
ton, D.C’ Wethen wanted to koow 
whit was the meaning of thia, wheo our 
friend informed us that the barrel con- 
tained nothing less than the body of the 
Modoe chief, preserved in spirits, and 
was being shipped this way osteosibly 
as Government stores, to prevent com- 
ment by newspapers and the public in 
general. Our informant then proceeded 
to give the whole story, as he was pre- 
sented at the execution, and had remain— 
ed at Fort Klamath from the time the 
execution, ard bad remained at Fort 
Klamath from the time the Iodians were 
hung uatil he left for Roseburg with bis 
team and horrible freight. It appears 
Jack’s body was never buried after the 
head was severed from the trauk. Jo 
fact, if it had not been for the supersti- 
tious fears of Indians conceroing their 
dead relatives, which cause thom to very 
often risk their livesin time of war to 
carry their slaia from the field of battle, 
and apprehensions eutertaiued es to how 
it would be received by the public mind, 
the body would never have been buried. 
As it was, the Modoc Chief only rested 
in his grave about ten or Awelve hours. 
It was dug up before midnight on the day 
he was hung, by soldiers detailed for 
that parpose, who filled ap the grave 


‘and left it as though it had never beeo 


dstorbed. ‘The body was immediately 
carried to the fort and the head taken off 
and put op for shipment east. A few 
days ufter this the remainder of the body 
was placed in tho barrel, as already stat— 
ed and startcd for the same city for 
which the head was intended. We bave 
reason to believe the story as tuld us is 
trae inevery particular. We have since 
questioned other teamsters who came 
from Fort Klamath with our informant, 
and they corroborate the story, and say| 
it had become a subject of common con- 
versation when they left. We did not see 
the body, nor would we have felt any bet 
ter had we been allowed to coutemplate 
the horrible spectacle of the headless body 
of a dead Indian preserved in aleohol. 
bot we hare no right to think that it was 
not there.”

their efforts were suffciently numerous to 
keep an open way between the shop 
and the placa of embarkation that the 
Queen could return to the yacht. After 
her Majesty was on board, a man was 
noticed coming towards the Yacht bear- 
ing on bis shoulders Prince Constentioe, 
the heir to the throne, The. assistance 
of the sailors was necessary to rescue the
